l. 2.c. 3. keeperh cloſer ro the Fable; for ſerting furth the excellen- 
cies of Muſick , he ſaith, Thar from it, the Univeriall Soul of the 
world took its originall; and thar by ir therefore all men, not onely 
the civill, bur the barbarous alſo, are either animared ro vercue, or 
diſſolved into pleaſure; quia anima in corpus defert memoriam Mufice, 
cuj#5 in c#lo fuit conſcia 5 Becauſe the ſoul, rhough in the body , ſtill 
retaineth a memory of that harmony which ir enjoyed in heaven. 
And hence he conceiveth the Fables of Orpheus and Amphion had 
their Originall, Sec Clemens Alexandr.

com ; Venus, Pleaſure. This laſt was pronounced rhe faireſt , and 
went away with the golden Apple 2 And'in requirall, the direQerh 
her Umpire eo receive his promiſcd reward in the fair _— Whom 
having ſeen he loved, and rayiſhed from Sparyte, where he had bcen 
kindly entertained. Coluthus and others ſay , He had her conſent 
but Seneca, Troad. v. 917. bringerth her on the Stage excufing het 
{clf, by pleading Enforcement : And Gorgias, in his defence of Helen, 
ſaith , Venus commanded her to ſufter che Trojan to enjoy her, 
Others ſay, that Paris being ſcnrt ro demand Heſtone , the daughter 
of Laomedon, whom Hercules Rad carried from Troy , had order given 
him, Thar, in caſe the Greeks reſuſed ro deliyer her, he ſhould ra-+ 
viſh from them whatſoever conſiderable Lady he could light on. So 
Dares Phrygius, who reporteth alſo , Thar Antenoy was firſt ſent to 
ferch home Heſfone , but returned withour her; and that all the 
Grecian Princes deny*d ro make any ſarisfation. Yer that HeFor's 
advice was not rorevenge the Rape, by warring againſt their po- 
xent Confederates, And thar afterwards Paris having received thar 
encouragement from Venus, undertook the Voyage ; and, by chance, 
arrived atthe Ifland Cytherg, ar a tire when Helen was there, in a 
'Town b:aring her name 2 Who had no ſooner heard of the How

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Prince's arrivall , bur ſhe had a deſire ro ſee him : And lo they be- 
ing both enamoured of one anorher, Paris rook her that night after 
his arrivall, our of Venus Temple, and brought her with him to 
Troy, And thus he proved chat Fire-brand his mother dreamed of, 
kindling a flame that burnt Troy ro aſhes.

12. and from thence had her 
naine, Aſbtaroth lignifying greges: Suſpiceris (ſaith Scaliger in Cons 
Jjedaneis_) diam eam & Vidtimarum multtudine. She was cniutuled 
allo, The godleſie of Love , or rather of Laſciviouſnefle. Clemens 
Hlexandrinus ce lleth us , that once 2!l her piftures were made after 
the likeneſle of Yhryne , a famous Whore , and that the man who, 
like anether Pygmalion , could embrace the Ratue of the goddefle , 
conceited himſelf religious, Admon. ad Gentes: where he al{o ſcrrerh 
down her laſcivious Ceremonies, Mr, Gregorie writing of the Afly- 
rian Monarchie, relateth , that there was a cuſtom , that every 
woman ſhould once in her life repair to the Temple of Fenus, and 
there proſtirure her body to any one that would throw her down a 
piece of mony, which was to be given to the Temple, and to the 
honor cf the goddefſe; The manner was for the women to fit down 
in the Temple, diſtinguiſhed þy lircle lines or cords, which he thar 
had a mind might take away, or break, if the woman ſeemed coy , 
ani ſo take the ſtrumper our of the Tewple into a by-corner. This 
is exprefled in the Epiſtle aſcribed to Feremie, at the end.of Baruch, 
v. 43. The woman alſo with cords about them ſitting in the ways , burn

Bur I have obſerved Statius ro be a 
great itnirator of Virgil”, who was ſtill wont to omit no occaſion 
of interweaynipg his Learnirg with his Poetry: wherein Macrobigs 
i oh | ſtrongly 
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ſtrongly juſtifierh him, Since cheſe words therefore will afford ir, I 
hold ic nor amife to incerprer them to the more learned ſenſe. 
Thcre was 3 generall Tradition among the Heathen, Thar the 
gods envicd any perfedtion or happinefle in Mankind. This pro- 
ceeded from the Devil's palicy, who from the beginning of rhe 
world endeavoured to repreſent God cnyzous unto Man, in that he 
denied him the knowledge of good and evill; as Junius and Diodate 
obſerve on Gen. 3. Learned MerickC aſaubon, in his Cauſe of temporell 
Evills , \aigh , . that Ariſtatle ſers down this' opiaaion, That God is 
$-F0t £c: 5,envious ; bur proceſteth agair ſt ir,ux #yB6ye721, It is not Þoſ< 
fi ble it ſhou!d be ſo ; yer ſairh, Thar if jt were fo indeed, that the: na- 
rure of God could be envious, 'that Enyy muſt needs conſiſt in his 
denying of men the happineſle of certain.knowledge and conrem- 
plation. Thar impious Philoſopher Porphyrie , dire&ly chargeth 
God with enyy, for forbidding the Tree .of Knowledge : Who is an- 
ſwered by Greg, Nazianzen, Orat. 38. Such impious men perhaps 
-xake offence ar Gen. 3. 22, 23, I forbear to produce further .Teſti- 
monies, to prove,, there was ſuch an opinion among the Heathen 
I donor think them needfull ; fince ir is certain, rhe Devill would 
ler ſlip no occalion of railing prejudice againſt God, and charging 
'bim with his own ctims, . Through envy of the Devill came death into 
the world, Wild. 2. 24. -Ir was the Devil's envy that made Man 
loſe Paradiſe, and not God, who placed him jn ir. Another reaſon 
-why the gods were conceived to cnvy men, was, Becaivſc all their 
. proſperity and happineſſe, is ar lengrh required with crofes and 
calamiry. Examples of ſuch change are frequent in alt rims :

braces. Hereat Venus being enraged , ever after purſued the race 
of Phoebus with revenge, inteRing them with prodigious paflions, 
The firſt thar ſuffered was Peſiphae the wife of Minos ; ſhe, being in 
loye with a Bull, was by Daedalus h's art incloſed in a Cow of 
wood , and ſoreceived the horrid ſatisfaion of her beaſtly Lover, 
And from that loxrhſome embrace came the Minotaur. By this 
Queen, Minos had three children, Andregeos, Ariadne, and Phadra, 
Androgeos, after many noble ViRories, was at laſt ſain by the Arhs- 
njans and Megarians, In revenge of his death, Minos having van- 
quiſhed the Arhenians at Sea, impoſed on them this puniſhment , 
that ſeven Youths, and as many Virgins, ſhould every year be de- 
livered ro be devoured by the Minotaur, Burt Euſebius, de prepar, 
Evang I. 5. c. 1g. Jayeth their death to Apollo's charge, whole Ora- 
cle direed the Athenians, to ſend the Youths to be killed by Mi- 
nos, thar the plague might be averted from rhem , which they ſufs 
fered for the death of Androgeor, In the third year of this impoſi- 
tion, Theſeus ſon of Afgrus was ſent, He, no leſs powerfull in pere 
ſon then in forces, firſt obtained a conqueſt of the hearr of Ariadne; 
and then, by her procurement, having por a thread from Deda.us ro 
guide him, he found the way tothe Minotaur in the Labyrinth, 
and flew him; and having ſo done, he fled away with Ariadne. 
Then Minos finding , or ſulpeQing , that Dedaſus , who made the 
Labyrinth, had 2flifted Theſous , encloſed both him and his {on Ice- 
rs therein, Bur Daedalus procuring wax and feathers, with other 
matcrialls, from his Kecpers , under prerence of preſenting ſome- 
thing rare ro the King, mace Wings , with which himſelf and his 
ſon flew away, Bur the raſh Yourh, contrary to his Father's inftru- 
Qions, ſoaring too biph, me]rcd his wings againſt the Sun, and fell 
knto that Sea, which beaterh his name, Cvid, de orte Hb.2.

8. ſairh, The antient Hcbrews ſtood in much dread of the ma- 
lignancy of the Planet Saturn, And rhe Chaldeans, who gave 
themſelyes over ro rhe worſhipping of falſe gods , obſerving this 
Star ro be hurtfull, rhoughr good by ſome ſacrifice ro render it more 
propirious to them, And no ſacrifice being firterthan that on which 
it wroupht irs ſad effefts;, they began te facrifice children ro ir uns» 
der the name of Moloch. And this, he belieyerh, was the originall 
of the Fable, why Saturn was ſaid ro deyour his children, Andthe 
Prieſts were ſaid to have made a noiſe with their braſle , ro drown

Moſt agree ſhe was tutn'd into a Hinde, Ludovicws Cappellus in his 
Diatriba de vots Fephte, comparerh the condition of Agamemnon and 
Jephtha together, and makerh them contemporary, and fercherh the 
name Iphigenia from Jephthagggueſt Iephthigenia ; and conceiverh the 
fable of her cranſmuraction arole from the ſtory of Jepthah's daugh- 
rer wandring on the Mountains, Of this ſacrifice ſpeaketh Nazi- 
anzen, Orat. 20, And Euſebius, de preparet. Evang. hath much of 
human ſacrifices ; which are ſaid to have been pertormed by divers 
Authors. The Fable of Agamemnon's daughter is ſer down by Hy- 
ginus, lib. 1. cap. 98. Ovid, Mcramorph. lib. 13. Euripides, in /pht- 
genia, Seneca in gem, DiRys Crerenſis , and many others.

moſt early pzrſons , that we read of in the World ; ro things are 
to be rhoughr on, x. That the Devill no ſooner fell from Heaven, 
bur hc begin r9 a&t againſt God ; as we lee in his rempring of Eve, 
2. That he fo.:n1, all men would be apt to adore moſt, what they 
knew here , and from which they received moſt benefit ; Whici 
was the ſole reaſon, that Plato and other Hcathens give for the wor- 
ſhipping of Heroes, And in the time of Noah , there being none 
belides him - and his ſons to leave beneticiall dire&ions for the 
ſucceeding age , it is likely, that they were the firſt, who, by rhe 
Devil's mcans, were worthipped as Heroes: To whole worſhip, 
the Dz:mons jovned thejr own, Thar their worthips were rhe ſame, 
Cicero confirmerh, making Gods and H-roes all one. Dives, (5 eos 
qui celefirs ſomper habiti, culunto 3 (5 ilos quos in celum merita woce- 
verint, that is, Thoſe Gods which have ever. bren in Heaven , are to be 
whipped ; and thoſe alſo, whom their deſerts have called thither. And 
again, by feath they came to be Gods; Apuleius alſo , Eft ſuperius ali- 
ud auguſtiz que Demonum' genus, &&c. There #,{aicth he, a more high 
8d excellent kindof Demons , which never were impriſ_ ned in bodies : 
And theſe Plato berieved, were the direfters of the -minds of men. And 
Plato in his C: atylus , giverh the ſame Title uno He oes; affic- 
ming, chat Heſfad and orher Poers, fay excellently well , char good 
19cn, when they dic, artain grear Honour and Digniry , becoming 
21 ..v*s, wiſe on's, And in his de Republ. he would have-all chac 
die valiancly in rhe ficld, ro be worſhipped as Dzmons, and all 
tha did any thing profitable for their Countty ; Cicero, alſe in his 
Scmnum &c'p. mak2th him ſay , that all which died in the ſervice 
"= 
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of cheir Country, be rewarded with Divinity z On which, ſee Ma- 
crobius, lib. 1. c. 4, There are ſome , that believe Serapis, whoſe 
Idol had a _Buſhell on its head , was Foſeph worſhipped by the 
Agyprians; Mr. Mede, in his Apoſtaſte of the loſt times, circth Philo 
Bybliu, who in his Pretace, to Sanchuntathon, the anticent Phenician 
Hiſtorian, ſaich, The Phcenicians and Xgyprians, account thole as 
the greateſt Gods, who had found our any-thing profitable for the 
Life of min, or deſerved well of any Nation, See Euſebiugs, de 
prepar. Evang. l.2, c. 6. about the middle; Torneſe allo, were 
Teinples creed as well as to their Dzmon-gods. Thu ydides, lib, 
2, ſaith, The Athenians , who after th: Perſian War, inhabired the 
C1:ntry, altering rheir reſolutions, went to dwell in the City ; br 
finding ir nor large enough ro 1eceive them , they filled allo the 
Templcs and Chappels of the Heroes. Clemens Alex. in his Pro- 
trept, and Strom, giverh many the like inſtances, which 1 forbear ro 
addc; Onely ſhewing, that che Dx mons joyned their own wor- 
ſhip to thar of Heroes, or deificd men , as being the apreſt courle ro 
draw men from the worthip of the true God ; Religion, in the in- 


. fancy of the World , being moſt confirmed by viſtbilicies > Which 


way God himſelf was pleaſed co allow , and the Devils imitared, 


' The worſhip of theſe Heroes, or Baalim, we find ro have been whol- 


ly Tragicall, as Plutarch, de defe&u oracu'or. deſcribth ir : ut colli- 
g1mus ex utrorumgque ſacrificiis, orgiis CF ritibus ſacrorum multa admixta 
funebria oF lugubria cernentes. Now this vas an exprefiion of for- 
row for the deceaſed ; which grew a part of the religion, Where- 
for2 we read, Lev. 19. 28. Te ball not make any cuttings in your fleſh 
for the dead. So Lev. 21, 5, They ſhall not mak? balgneſſe on their 
heals, nor make any cuttings in their fleſh. This cutting off hair , we 
find often an expreſſion of ſorrow among the antient Pocrs 3 And 
its being forbidden by God, is a plain Demonſtration, 'rhar it was 
part of rhe {dolatrous worſhip of Dzmons or Heroes. Yet fome- 
rimes ic was uſed onely, for an cxprefſton of ſorrow, See Jer. 48, 37. 
To this eff:R, Saint Auguſtine . de civ. det. /. 6.6. 10. quoteth a 
place of Senecg's, nor ex{tant in his works , bur prxfixed by Lipfeies 
in his Edirion ; who thus deicriberh this 1dolatrous and Trogicall 
employment, 1le viriles fibi partes amputat , ille lacertos ſecat. Se 1þft 
in temjl:s contrucident, walneribas ſuts of ſanguine-ſupp/icant. An <x+-, 
aQer deſcriprion, cannor be had ot their curcing and 'ancing rhem =:-, 
ſzlves, and making their wounds their ſupplications. This fad 
manner of worſhip,. we may plainly ſee ro be no orher then thar of 
Baal or ove, as ic is expreticed, 1 Kings 18 28. And they cried a- 
loud, ( that is, the Pri: ts of Bas! ) and*cut themſelves after thetr man- 
S 3 ner 
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ner with knios and! ancers , till the blood guſhed out upon them. Thus 
have we ſeen rhe worſhip of of Baal or Jove; rhar is, Cham or 
Ham the ſon of N1«h z Whoſe ill mind , it is probable, was cafily 
enticed by Spirits , to cauſe himſelf ro be worſhipped when dead. 
We hall find his ſon Bacchus to have had no other rites bur thoſe 
of his. I will not ſtand ro diſpute when Bacchus lived, whom Cle- 
inens Alex, lib. 1. Strom. placerh afrer Moſes, Neither will | ſee 
down tize reaſons of learned Yoſſius, who ſairh he was Moſes, T his 
would be roo large a field ro walk ever , and at this rime nor great- 
Iy to my purpoſe, I will oncly ſh:zw, that his worſhip was the ſame 
with that of Dzmons or Heroes, as Baal's or Jove's was, Firſt, ic 
will not be amiſle rv ta';e notice, thar Bacchus had the title of 
Heres given him, Yiutarch Queſt. Grac. 36. His name BACCHUS 
fioniferh ſomerhing fu* 1045. So he is allo called Menoles, cb rmſantas 
of which, fee Euſcbius, Prep. Evang, I. 2.c. 3, who exprefſcrh ic 
according ro Clemens Alex, in Protreptico , where he applicth the 
wo:d Evan , which when they kept rheic Bacchanalta, they yſcd to 
hol cur , being crowned with Serpents, to rhe firſt Serpent the 
Temper , Et fgnum Bacchicorum orgiorum eft Serpens inttiatus myffc- 
rizs, And, by the way , this perhaps was the cauſe why in theſe 
ri;es they uſed ro be crowned with Ivy : This,being always young 
and fouriſhing, is the nicroglyphick of the Serpent , who, by ca- 
ting his skin, reneweth his yourn, Bocharrus ſhewerh , how Bac- 
chis his name commeth 4 lufu , fromrhe funera'l rites and howl- 
ines uſed in his worſhip. But fuch were not proper to Bacchus, but 
common to all Dxmons oc Heathen gods, Alexand. ab Alex. lib. 3. 
c. 12, Nen animali vitima', nec hoflia, ſcd ſu» cruare ſacrificant. And 
p<rhaps theſe ſad ceremonies of wounding themſelyes, were by ſome 
Oy<1-devour ZelJots extended to' human ſacrifices, which were 
ef:rcd to divers Heroes, and among them go Bacchus, as Clemens 
Alex, in Proireptico , reporteth from Dofidas and athers, Euſchius 
Frep. Evang. l. 4.c.16. relateth the ſame our of Porphyrius, where 
he mentionerh others beſides Bacchus, ro whom human ſacrifices 
were oftered. The furies of his Prieſts we often mer with , leapin 

and dancing on the mad Chorus*s. So Baal's Prieſts are deſcribcd , 
1 King, 18.26, And ihty leapt upon the altar which was made. The 


Maiv21:2!] Notre, according ro the Hebrew, is, They.leapt up and. 


Corne' {ot abut) the altar. The crics and wailings in the Bacchans- 
/:4 were 330 other , than the howls which accompenicd theſe cerc-

Upon which, La&anrius ſaich, Citheronem ſegnificat , ubi ſe Bacche » 
ſecant in honorem Liberi;chat is, By the hill is meant Citheron, where the 
Bacche, the Pricſts of Bacchus , cut themſe/ves in honour of Liber, or 
Bacchus, Thus have I made it appear, that rhe worthipof Bacchus 
was exaQly the ſame with his father Jupiter's, and both no other 
than that of Heroes and Dzmons, And herein was there an imira- 
tion of the worſhippers ot the rrue God , as may be gathered from 
Fer. 41. 5. There came certain men from Shechem , from Shiloh, and 
from Samaria, even fourſcore men , having their beards ſhaven, and their 
clothes rent, and heving cut themſelves, with offerings and incenſe in their 
hand , to bring th:m to the houſe of the Lord, And becauſe rhe Lord 
ſaw thar this would be converted ro Dzmon-worſhip, ir was there- 
fore perhaps forbidden in the aboye-quored places ot Leviticus, and 
Deut. 14. 1. 
254. Doth not Sperchios. ] A river in Theſlalie , to which Pelews 
omiſed his ſon Achilles his hairs, if he rerurned ſafe from the Tro- 
an war, Maturantivs ſaith , it was a cuſtom to offer the hair of 
Yourhs ro-the gods of Rivers, becauſe moiſture is the cauſe of cn» 
creaſe; Bur 1 read ofno ſuch cuſtom. 1 have rather given an un- 
derſtanding of this in the precedent Nore, where 1 ſhewed, thar 
the cutting vff of hair was a ſacred ceremony , performed to Heroes 
or Dzmons. And no River antiently being thought to be wichour a 
Deity, Pelens vowed the hairs of, Achilles to Sperchios , thar is, he 
promiſed he ſhould be worſhipped by him with che performance 
of that Dzmon-rite. And thele words of Achilles , which Hom®# 
II..,, maketh Achilles ſpeak over the body of his dear Patrocius , 


ſhew, that Peleus had Luilt Temples to Sperchios, 
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In vain, Sperchios, Pcleus vwow'd to thee 

At my return to Greece theſe Locks from me , 
Beſides a Hecatomb, ſhould then be paid, 

And on thine altars fifty Weathers laid, 

Near 10 theſe fountains where thy Temple's rais'd, 
And odors on thy fragrant altars b'az'd.

25. faith , This Ceremony wag 
performed by the Delian Ycuchs and Maids, over the Hyperborean 
Virgins, the Men laying their hair on the Sepulchers , the Virgins 
vpon the Tombs, And lib. 3. cap. 7. that it was uſed by the 8arba- 
rians, not onely in funerals,bur in any great adyerſiry ;and thar the 
Perfians ar funerals non iantum ſeipſos ſed (5 equos (5 jumenta tonde- 
bant : Bur, rhat the Romans and the Greeks vere wont for expreſ- 
ſing their gricf , ro ler their hair grow, and onely rheir women to 
ſhave theirs. Hence ic appeareth, thar the Ancients choughr ir the 
greareſt expreſſion of griet rorak2 away thoſe Ornaments, which 
they preſerved in conditions of berrer ſatisfation Thar which he 
ſaith of the Greeks, is to b: underſtood of the 1:rer Greeks, who, by 
letting their hair grow long , did cxprefſe an alteration from con- 
rent: And bee ier could be no expreſſion in women, they till 
1erained the old cuſtom of cutting off their hair. In theſe later 
rimes, it hath b:en uſuall ro negl<& our ſclves , when the World 
or Forrune have ſeemed unkind to us , letting our hair grow to 
rudenefſc and undecency , quitting vanicy upon no other cauſe þur
